PRESIDENT M’KINLEY SENDS .IN HIS MESSAGE; 


‘CURRENCY AND CUBA HANDLED LIGHTLY 


Wants To Establish a Gold Standard All the Way Through, and Pleads for a Delay 
in the Cause of International Bimetallism---United States Must Wait ~ 
To See What the Present Crowd of Spaniards Will Do. 
Hawaii To Be Annexed---Government for Alaska. —

President McKinley, in his message, is of the opinion: 

That if time be given for the development of the effects of the tariff bill, Prosperity will come troop- 
ing along; 

Tnat bankers and business men should imitate the government in the enforcement of a strictly gold 
standard; 


That additional concessions should ‘be made to the national banks, which would enable them to take 
up the business of the smaller towns; ; 

That Cuba should wait stiii longer to see if Blanco cannot buy where Weyler failed to subdue; 

That the annexation of Hawaii should pass into a reality; 

That we should play with the silver question by further awaiting the action of an already discredited 
commission; | , 

That a more extensive officia! system ‘should be applied to Alaska; 

That the powers of national quarantine should be so enlarged as to effectually keep out epidemics; and 

In conclusion: The routine matters of government, relating to the war and navy departments; the Indians; 
civil service, etc., are all covered. 


In congratulating congress upon its assembly, President McKinley says it occurs under felicitous conditions, justify- 
ing sincere congratulation and calling for our greatful acknowledgment to a beneficent providence, which has so signally 
blessed and prospered us as a nation.” He ts gratified by the disappearance or the spirit of sectionalism and prints a rosy 
picture of the future. ‘‘The extra session.” he continues. “has enacted important legislation, and while its full effect has 
not yet been realized, what it has already accomplished assures us of its timeliness and wisdom. To test its permanent 
value further time will be required and the people, satisfied with its operation and results thus far, are in no mind to with- 
hold from it a fair trial.” 


With the tariff out of the way the president deems the currency worthy of the 
THE CURRENCY QUESTION first place and says: 

“The work of putting our finances upon a sound basis, difficult as it may seem, 
will appear easier when we recall the financial operations of the government since 
1866. On the thirtieth day of June of that year we had outstanding demand liabilities 
in the sum of $728,868,447.41. On the first of January, 1879, these liberties had been | 
reduced to $443,889,495.88. Of our interest-bearing obligations, the figures are even more 
striking. On July 1, 1866, the principal of the interest-bearing debt of the government 
was $2,332,331,208. On’the first day of July, 1893, this sum had been reduced to $585,- 
037,100, or an aggregate reduction of $1,747,294.108. The interest-bearing debt of the 


- United States on the first day of December, 1897, was $847,365,620. "The government money now outstanding (December Ist) 
consists of $346,681,016 of United States notes, $107,793,280 of treasury notes issued by authority of the law of 1890, $384,963,504 
of silver certificates, and $61/280,761 of standard silver dollars. 

“With the great resources of the government and with honorable example of the past before us, we ought not to hesi- 
tate to enter upon a currency revision which will make our demand obligations less onerous to the government and relieve 
our financial laws from ambiguity and doubt. 

“The brief review of what was accomplished from the close of the war to 1893 makes unreasonable and groundless any 
distrust, elther of our financial abil.ty or soundness; while the gituation from 1893 to 1897 must admonish congress of the 
immediate necessity of so legislating as to make the return of the conditions then prevailing impossible. 

“There are many pians proposed as a remedy for the evil, Before we can find the true remedy we must appreciate 
the real evil. It is not that our currency of every kind it mot good, for every dollar of it is good—good because tHe govern- 
ment pledge is out to keep it so, and that pledge will not be broken. However, the guaranty of our purpose to keep the 
pledge will be best shown by advancing toward its fulfillment. 

‘The evil of the present system is found in the great cost to the government of maintaining the parity of our different 
forms of money—that is, keeping all of them at par with gold. We surely cannot be longer heediless of the burden this im- 
poses upon the people, ever under fairly prosperous conditions, while the past four years have demonstrated that it is not 
only an expensive charge upon the government, but a dangeroyws mienace to the national credit. 


Government Has Undertaken 
Too Much in Trying to 
Maintain Parity 

Alone. 


“It is manifest that.we must devise some plan to protect the government 
against bond issues for repeated redemptions. We must either curta’l the oppor- 
tunity for speculation, made easy by the multiplied redemptions of our demand ob- 
ligations, or increase the-gold reserve for their redemption. 

‘We have $900,000,000 of currency which the government by solemn enactment has 
undertaken to keep at par with) gold. Nobody is obliged to redeem in gold but the 
government, The ban'yy ace mot required to.redeem in gold. The government is 
obliged to keep equal.with gold all its outstanding currency and coin outsianding, 
whilé its receipts are not required tod be paid in gold. They are pald in every kind 
of money but gold, and the only means inwhich the governmént can with certainty 
get gold is by borrowing. It can get it in no other way when if most needs it. The government without any fixed gold 
revenue is pledged to maintain gold ré demption, which it has steadily and faithfully done and which under the autrority 
now given it will continue to do. The law which requires the government after having redeemed its United Stites 
notes to pay them out again as current funds démands a constant replenisiment of the gold reserve. This is especially 
so in times of business pan‘c and when the revenues are insufficient to meet the expenses of, the government. At such 
times the government has no other way to supply its deficit and maintain red-mption. but through the increase of its 
bonded debt, as during the adm'nistration of my predecessor, when $262,315,400 of 4% per cent bonds were issued and sold and 
the proceeds used to pay the expenses of the government in excess of the revenues and sustain the gold reserve. While it 
is true that the greafer part of the proceeds of these bonds was used to supply deficient revenues,- a considerab'e 
portion was required to maintain the gold reserve. ; 

“With our revenues equal to our expenses, there would be no deficit requiring the issuance of bonds. But !f the gold re- 
serve falls below $100,000,000 how will it be replenished except by selling more bonds? Is there any other way practicable 
under existing law? The serious question then is, shall we continue the policy that has been pursued in the past; that is, 
that when the government reserve reaches the point of danger, issue more bonds. and supply the needed’ gold, or 
shall we provide other means to prevent these recurring drains upon the gold r:serve? If no further ‘legislation is had and 
the policy of selling bonds is to be continued, then congress should give the secretary of the treasury authority to s21] 
bonds at long or short periods, bearing a less rate of interest than is now authorized by law. 


INCREASE THE GOLD RE-

Or Permit the Secretary of 
theTreasury To Issue 
Bonds at Will. 


“T earnestly recommend as soon as the receipts of the government are quite suffi- 
cient to pay all the expenses of the government that when any of the United State; 
notes are presented for redemption in go'd and are redeemed in gold, such notes shall 
be kept and set apart and only paid out In exchange for gold. This is an obvious duty. 

“If the holder of the United States obligations prefer the gold and gets it from the 
government he should not receive back from the government a United States note. with- 
out paying gold in exchange forit. The reason for this is made all the more apparent 
when the government issues an interest-bearing debt to prov de gold for the re- 
demption of United States notes—a non-interest-bearing debt. Sure.y it should not 
pay them out again except on demand and for gold. If they are put out in any oth:r 
way, they return again to be followed by another bond issue to redeem them—another interest-bearing debt to redeem a 
non-Interest-bearing debt.

A meeting was held yesterday afternoon | 
and as a result of this it seems that the 
programme of the strikers will be to wait 
until Mr. Elsas makes some move. They 
will make no attempt to settle the matter. 
having done as much, they say, as they 
intend to do. 

The strikers say they are backed by the. 


' American Federation of Labor and by the! 


National Textile Union of America. They! 
will not appeal to the employees in the 
bag department until it is absolutely nec- 
essary, they declare. 

The Strikers’ Sie. 

The strikers hold that they have every 
reason in the world for the action they 
have taken and believe they will be upheld 
as having done what was right, just and 
proper under the circumstances. They claim 
to have made every effort to have the 
company do what they asked and thus 
avoid the strike. 

The direct cause of the strike is that a 
man named Nelson was employed in the 
cotton mill as a weaver and received for 
his services $1 per day. About nine days 
ago he was discharged without notice. His. 
place was taken by a man who did the 
work for 75 cents per day. 

Nelson disliked the manner in which he 
had been treated by the mill people and ap- 
pealed to the Federation of Trades. Last ' 
Wednesday a committee from this organi- 
zation called on Mr. Elsas. He told them 
he was too busy-to take up the matter 
then, but would consult with them Satur- 
day. P 

On last Saturday they again appeared at 
his office. This time, they say, he told 
them he would not hear from an outside 
organization, but would deal only with a 
committee composed of men who worked in. 
the mills. 

Accoréing to the strikers, every grievance 
committee that has appeared before Mr.

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‘*The revolution which began in-1868 lasted for ten years despite the strenuous efforts of the successive peninsular 
governments to suppress it. Then, agnow, the government of.the United States testified its grave concern and offered its 
aid to put an end to bloodshed in Cuba. The overtures made by General Grant were refused and the war dragged on, 
entatling great loss of life and treasure and done great injustice to Americans, besides throwing enhanced burdens of 
neutrality upon this government. In 1878 peace was brought about by the truce of Zanjon, obtained by negotiations be- 
tween the Spanish commander Martinez de Campos, and the !nsurgent leaders. 

“The present insurrection broke out ig February, 1895. It is not my purpose at this time to recall its remarkable ‘n- 
crease or to characterize its tenacious resistance against the enormeus forces massed against it by Spain. The revolt and 
the effort to subdue it carried destruction to every quarter of the island, developing w'de proportions and defying the 
efforts of Spain for its suppression. The civilized code waS regarded no less so by the Spaniards than by the Cubans. 

“The existing conditions cannot but fill this government and the American people with the gravest ~epprehensions, 
There is no desire on the part of our people to profit by the misfortunes of Spain. We have only the des're to see the 
Cubens presperous and contented, enjoying that measure of self-control which ‘s the inalienable right of man, pro- 
tected in their right to reap the benefit of the exhaustless treasures of their country. 

“The offer made by my predecessor in April, 1896, tendering the friendly offices of this government, failed. Any 
meditation on our part was not accepted. In brief, the answer read: ‘There is: no effectual way to pacify Cuba unless it 
begins with the actual submission of the rebels to the mother country.’

During all those years an utter disregard of the laws of civilized warfare and of the just demands of humanity, 
which called forth expressions of condemnation from the nations of christendom, continued unabated. Desolation and ruin 
pervaded that productive region, enormously affecting the commerce of all commercial nations, but that of the United 
States more than any other by reason of proximity and larger trade and intercourse. At that juncture General Grant ut- 
tered these words, which now, as then sum up the elements of the problem: A recogriition of the independence of Cuba is 
in my opinion, impracticable and indefensible.’

Interven- 
tion upon humanitarian grounds has’ been frequently suggested and has not failed 
to receive my most anxious and earnest consideration. But should such a step be 
now taken when it is apparent that a hopeful change has supervened in the policy of 
Spain toward Cuba? A new government has taken office in the mother country. It 
is pledged in advance to the declaration that all the effort in the world cannot suf- 
fice to maintain peace in Cuba by the bayonet; that vague promises of reform after 
subjugation afford no solution of the insular problem; that with a substitution of

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EMPEROR'S NAVAL 
BILL 1S IN DOUBT 


Relchstag Began Its Debate on Govert- 
ment’s Request. 


HOHENLOHE ADVOCATED IT 


Imperial Chancellor Declares That 
More Battleships Are Necessary. 


NO POLICY OF ADVENTURE THOUGHT OF 


Secretary of the Navy Wants Increase 
and Social Democratic Leader 
Opposes It. 


Berlin, December 6.—The reichstag todsy 
began the debate upon the first reading of 
the government's naval bill. The impesal 
chancellor, Prince Hohenlohe, made a sti:te- 
ment on the subject, saying: 

“We absolutely require an efficient savy 
to maintain the position created for ys by 
the army. This conviction has giined 
round with very large sections of the pop- 


ulation, and I declare, in the name of the | 


federated governments, that they consider 
@S an imperative necessity that the navy 
Should be strengthened and that its 
strength should be fixed by legislafive en- 
actment. The bill, it is true, demands a 
certain sacrifice from the reichstag; but by 
its adoption the hands of the gorernment 
will also be tied. The idea of a policy of 
adventure is far from the thoughts of the 
government, as is any intention to rivalry 
with the great maritime powers. If we de- 
Sire to secure a position in the concert of 
the powers we must have a ficet of modest 
@imensions. We ask vou to adopt the bill 
for the welfare of the fatherland.” (Cheers 
from the right.) 


Admiral von Tirpitz, the secretary of the 
mavy, then addressed the house, explaining 
the necessity for introducing the bill to 
strengthen the German navy. Admiral von 
Tirpitz pointed out that the proposed new 
ships would establish a basis which, for a 
long time to come, would meet the require- 
ments of the country. In conclusion Ad- 
miral Tirpitz declared that the present sys- 
tem of voting maval supplies must be 
changed, and he appealed to the reichstag 
to favorably consider the government’s 
measure. The admirals remarks were 
greeted with cheers from several factions.

COTTON GROWERS CONVENTION TO DISCUSS IT 


Will Be Taken Up When They Meet 
Here on 14th—Much Interest 
Is Felt. 


The importancs of the cotton growers’ 
convention, which meets In Atlanta on the 
14th, is so great and so much is involved 
that interest in the movement is widespread 
throughout the southern states. 

Delegates will be present from all the 
states, and Governor Atkinson has ap- 
pointed a delegation to represent Georgia 
in the assembly. Able men will be present 
to intelligently @ig:uss the question, and 
many plans are being suggested by the 
cotton men of the south to change the 


situation. 

The object of the convention is to regulate 
the price of the cotton crop and to prevent 
the recurrence of the low price of this year. 
The local cotton men are taking an active 
interest in the convention, and Atlanta will 


welcome them. 

The latest plan was sprung in the lower 
house of congress yesterday when Con- 
gressman Stokes, of the seventh district of 
South Carolina, introduced a bill prohibit- 
ing speculation in futures. The following 
from Washington tells the nature of the 
measure: 

Washington, December 6.—(Special.)— 
When the interstate cotton growers’ con- 
vention meets in Atlanta on the l4th of 
this month Dr. Stokes, congressman from 
the seventh district of South Carolina, will 
have a plan which he believes will put into 
the hands of the cotton growers the prac- 
tical control of their crop. 

As a preliminary to that, Congressman 
Stokes today introduced a bill whose pur- 
pose is to prevent gambling ‘in cotton 
futures. In the draft of the bill submitted 
to congress he includes corn, wheat, oats 
and other agricultural staples, but his 
measure is designed primarily to strike at 
the trading in cotton futures, which he re- 
gards as largely instrumental in the manip- 
ulation of the market to the detriment of 
the producers. 

He provides a fine of $1,000, or six months 
in jail, for every trade for future delivery 
in which there is no actual] tender of the 
commodity contracted for. In one para- 
graph of his bill he requires that every 
contract for future delivery of cotton, corn, 
yheat and oats shall relate to one grade 
nly, and shall specify the grade and 
amount contracted, and no tender of a 
different grade shall be a fegal tender. He 
explains the necessity for this by saying 
that the existing rules which allow the 
seller of ‘futures to deliver any grade of 
cotton from good ordinary to fair shut out 
from the exchanges the spinners and

‘Herr Schoenlank has spoken of absolu- 
tionist tendencies in certain quarters, but 
if Herr Schoenlank’s views ever adopted 
by a majority of the reichstag there wif!l 
be no need of absolutism to destroy par- 

_ttamentarism.” (Cheers and counter 
cheers.) 

The minister for foreign affairs, Baron 
von Buelow, said: 

“Herr Schoenlank’s fears that we sha'l 
plunge into adventures are not well ground- 
ed. The chancellor and his colleagues are 
men not to seek useless quarrels. We do 
not poke our fingers into every pie, but 
nevertheless Germany must not renounce 
her claim to have a share of the countries 
having a rich future. 

Satisfaction and Guarantees. 

“The object of the expedition to Kiago 
Chou bay is to obtain satisfaction and 
greater guarantees against the repetition 
of the such occurrences. We do not want 
to intimidate or provoke China. Notwith- 
standing the grave injustice done, we de- 
sfre a continuance of her friendsh'p. in 
addition to the murder of the two German 
missionaries, whom we cannot allow to b 
regarded as outlaws, we have a number 
other serious ¢founds fot complaint. We 
eannot allow the view to become establish- 
ed in China that Germans can be treated 
in a manner which other nations do not 
permit: German missioharies, contractors, 
goods and vessels must be respected exact- 
ly as those of other countries. We are 
quite ready tv consider the As‘atic inter- 
ests of the other powers, feeling sure due 
regard will be paid to ours. True to the 
traditions of Germany's policy we will, 
without unnecessary acerbity,’ but at the 
same time without weakness, protect our 
rights and interests.” (Prolonged cheers.) 

Herr Barth, the freisinnige leader, sald 
further light would be thrown on the bill 
in committee. The freisinnige party, he 
added, had no idea of rejecting the meas- 


ure summarily. 
Count von Jazdsewski, the Polish leader, 
deciared the Poles would not accept the 
bill in its present shape. 
The house adjourned until tomorrow.

Indications Point to a Much Graver 
Purpose, However. 


IT HAS CREPT QUIETLY ALONG THE COAST 


North Atlantic Squadron Is Scheduled 
To Meet the Flotilla in South- 
ern Waters. ; 


Brunswick, Ga., December 6.—(Special,)— 
The American torpedo flotilla, now sta- 
tioned at Brunswick, has very justly been 
called the strangest fleet that ever cruised 
the waters of the Atlantic. 

In connection with the strangeness of 
these terrible destroyers is the nature of 
the voyage they are now om It has been 
given out in offictal cireles that fheir trip 
south is for the purpose of allowing the 
American people on the south Atlantic and 
gulf seaboard, and those of. the Mississippi 
an opportunity of viewing the model of de- 
fense and attack this government would 
have in event of trouble with any foreign 
power. It is also given out from the same 
source that the assistant secretary of the 
navy desires to give the Georgia naval 
militia an opportunity for actual work on 
these miniature war vessels. At Savannah 
the reserve forces were instructed in the 
firing of torpedoes, after which the flotil- 
la left for Brunswick. 

To an observing mind the cause for spec- 
ulation as to the object of the trip south 
comes in at this juncture. The flotilla came 
the inland route from Savannah, Ordinari- 
ly steamers make this trip in seven hours. 
The flotilla consumed several days. To 
those familiar with all conditions the ex- 
planation of this lengthy trip is that the 
flotilla is taking soundings and carefully 
noting every route by which vessels could 
come south inland in case of future trou- 
ble. An inland route along the south At- 
lantic states means virtually that this 
country could send a fleet south under 
cover and mass an array of fighting ships 
against any foe without such movements 
being noted. To further bear out this sup- 
position on the part of observing ones, is 
the knowledge that the great north At- 
lantic squadron is prepared to move south- 
ward and join the torpedo flotilla. When 
these two fleets meet it is officially an- 
nounced that a series of sham battles and 
other naval maneuvers will occur with 
Brunswick as the central point. The effi- 
ciency of the torpedo flotilla will then be 
put to as equally a severe test as recently 
occurred when Lieutenant Kimball made a 
successfal attack with the Cushing against 
the entire squadron, which was on the 
lookout for him with their powerful search- 
lights. 

While the cruise of both the flotilla and 
north Atlantic squadron is officially stated 
to be “‘for peace,” the knowing ones assert 
that this government is in reality preparing 
for any trouble that might arise during 
the coming session of congress, and the as- 
sertion sounds perfectly reasonable in view 
of what has happened and the actions of 
the navy department in massing such an 
array of war vessels in southern waters. 

Lieutenant ‘Kimball in his conversations 
with. The Constitution correspondent was 
very guarded in his remarks as to what 
was done on the trip from Savannah to 
Brunswick. He stated that from St. Cathe- 
rines island the flotilla came over to Wal- 
burg’s creek, thence around by Doboy and 
Sapelo. On this route he “secured what he 
wanted.”” The vagueness of this statement 
bears out the surmise noted above that 
many entertain in regard to the flotilla’s 
voyage south, 

Steamed Down Oglethorpe Bay. 

This has been a great day with Bruns- 
wick’s naval militia. Both divisions, sixty- 
three strong. under Lieutenants Aiken and 
Wright, boarded the flagship Dupont at 1 
o’clock, and steamed down Oglethorpe bay 
for a practice cruise. Senator Harry F. 
Dunwody was a special guest of Lieuten- 
ant Kimball and the two divisions, en route 
to St. Simon’s sound. Instructions were 
given the men in loading and firing the tor- 
pedoes. When off St. Simon’s pier a tor- 
pedo was launched and picked up by a boat 
crew, to be returned to the Dupont. The 
return trip to Brunswick was then made. 

Tomorrow night the local naval militia 
and prominent citizens will tender a ban- 
quet: to the officers of the flotilla. Wednes- 
day morning the flotilla is announced to 
leave for a further cruise south. Members 
of the naval militia will accompany it as 
far as Fernandina.

Bill in Congress May Bring Aid to Ho- 
gansville’s Situation, | 


BOYCOTT MAY NOW BE BROKEN 


Under Present Law Hogansville Citi- 
zens Cannot Mail Letters on Train. 


ALL BOXES MUST BE KEPT UNLOCKED 


Judge Adamson Introduced the Bill 
in Congress Yesterday and Ho- 
gansville People Delighted. ~* 


With reference to the Hogansville post- 
master muddle a bill was introduced yes- 
terday in congress by Judge W. C. Adam- 
son. It was one of the first measures put 
before the present session and contains 
several features which refer to Postmaster 
Loftin. 

Although it is a general measure, it will 
answer a specific purpose and if carried 
will prevent the present*order which caused 
the mail cars to be locked when pa:sinzg 
Hogansvil.e from being enforced. 

The first of these features prov.des that 
the mail boxes on all mail cars shall be 
kept open at all stations except when 
closed for sanitary reasons. Judge Adam- 
son hopes to escape the appointment of im- 
proper people to postoffices by providing 
that all appointments shall be made on 
the recommendation of the senators when 
they can agree on a man and upon that of 
the representative of the district when the 
senators fail to agree. 

Another feature of the bill contemplates 
a free delivery of the mail from every 
fourth-class postoffice once a week and 
that all offices shall be money orler offices. 

There is a special order now in ferce 
‘which prevents the people of Hogansville 
from mailing their letters upon a passing 
train. It is the desire of the authorities to 
block the boycott which has been in force 
in Hogansville. : 

Judge Adamson is from the fourth dis- 
trict and it is probable that the bill wil. go 
through at once. 


EMPLOYERS Of

A few minutes later 600 operatives, accord- 
ing to the strikers, and 150, according tv 
the company, left their work and declared 
that they would not return until Nelson is 
reinstated at his former wages. 
Say Promises Were Broken. 

In addition to this, the strikers declare 
that Mr. Elsas did not keep the promises 
made by the compahy last August when 


the strikers returned to work after remain-. 


ing out several days .on account of a con- 

troversy over negro labor. ~~ 

The strikers say that whem they went 
back before they were promised that the 
company would have no prejudice against 
any who participated in the strike; that 
the negroes would be removed from the 
whites to such an extent as to not be ob- 
jectionable and several other iteras of 
minor importance. 

These prom.scs, declare the strikers, have 
not been kept. There has been malice, 
they say, against those who participated 
fn the last strike and several of them 
have lost their positions. Members of 
grievance committees which have been sent 
to confer with the company have been 
discharged, and their feelings have not been 
considered as they should have been, they 
say. 

It is claimed by the strikers that Mrs. 
Brooks, who playcd such a pronuinent part 
in the August strike, and who was a 
leader of the women, was fired for no 
other reason than that she was one of 
the leaders... Owens, one of the men who 
played a prominent part in the August 
strike, was fired, ‘t is said, for no other 
reason than that he took a stand in favor 
of the strikers. 

Miss Leola Pannell, who was one of 
those who left the company last August, is 
said to have been discharged. The strikers 
say the only cause Was the fact that she 
struck. Copeland, one of the operatives, is 
paid to have been docked for something 
which no one was ever docked for before. 
It is claimed that Williams, one of the 
August strikers, was discharged, but was 
later taken back. Alice Crider is named as 
another one who. suffered on account of 
the last strike. 

“We asked of Mr. Elsas,” said one of the 
committee, ‘“‘only what is required by the 
union and what was just. The fact is 
that we have been down-trodden and mis- 
treated until we won’t stand it any longer, 
and we are not going back until our re- 
quests are given sOme consideration.” 

Th's member of the committee was ask- 
ed what they intended to do and when 
they would approach Mr. Hisas with a 
proposition. 

“We are going to wait for him. We have 
made our move, and will now wait until 
they agree to what we have said. We 
ace prepared to stay out and can stand it 
if they can."’ . 

The strikers will hold a meeting some 
time today, and the result of it will be 
watched by them with interest. No idea: 
of what will be done could be obtained, 
since the strikers did not seem to like the 
plan of making public their intended 
movements. 

The Company’s Side. 

The Fulton Bag and Cotton Mill COmpany 
holds that there is absolutely n6 grvunds 
for the action taken by the operatives yes- 
terday, and is of the opinion that they were 
misled by the false statements into leaving 
their work. 

They claim that. the committee, after 
leaving the company’s office’ yesterday, 
went through the mill and told the opera- . 
tives at work there that they had Inetruc- 
tions from the president to tell them to 
quit work at 2 o’clock, since the mill would 
close down until January. 

The company Claims that the idea of the 
ol strike having any connection with the 
one now on, is absurd, and any statement 
to that effect is false. The operatives were 
led into the striking, they say, by mis-| 


operatives would have left their work. had 
they not been misled into doing so. It is 
said by them that the employees had no 
cause whatever for a grievance, and those 
who took part in the strike of last August 
have been treated as well as those who had 
nothing to do with it. 

It is claimed that Mrs. Brooks does not 
enter into the matter in the least. The of- 
ficers say she quit work about six weeks 
ago on her own account, after she was told 
her work was not satisfactory. It seems 
that Mrs. Brooks had some disease of the 
hands which caused them to bleed consid- 
erably. Her work is that of folding cloth, 
and the blood and sore hands made it im- 
possible to do this, and she was informed 
that the work was not satisfactory. It 
is claimed by the company that when told 
of this, she said she would quit rather than 
have any trouble over the matter. 

According to the company, Nelson was 
first employed to do odd masonary work 
about the mill, but the work was not reg- 
ular, and he was offered a regular position 
4S @& weaver at $1 per day. Later 
on, @ man who could do his work 
for 75 cents a day, was found and given his 
position. It is claimed that Nelson was of- 
fered work worth $2 per day at masonry, 
and promised to come and do it, but in- 
stead, took his grievance to the union, and 
aS @ result, the operatives, through a mis- 
understanding, quit yesterday. 

What President Elsas Says. 

President Jacob Elsas, of the Fulton bag 
and cotton mills, was seen last night rela- 
tive to the strike <nd made a statement in 
which he said the operatives who left the 
mill were misled into doing so by those who 
were trying to stir up strife. 

“It is all nonsense,’’*said Mr. Elsas, ‘“‘to 
say that the August strike, or Mrs. Brooks 
or any one who had anything to do with 
that strike, are in any way responsible or 
connected with the present trouble. It is 
caused by a self-constituted committee 
which ceme to us and made unreasonable 
demands which we refused to comply with. 
TLey, it seems, then went through the mill 
and informed the weavers that we had 
given them orders to tell the operatives 
to quit work at 2 o’clock becauso the mill 
had closed down until January. 

“In this way a stampede was created and 
about 150 left the mill. A large number re- 
mained behind and paid no attention to 
what the easily influenced ones did. Many 
of those who left were children, and during 
the afternoon numbers of them came back, 
saying they did not want to quit work. 

“Nelson, the man who it seems is* the 
cause of the trouble, was in nowise mis- 
treated. He was doing work at $1 per day, 
which it was found could be done by a boy 
for 75 cents a day. He was removed with- 
out any regard to whether he was on a 
grievance committee er not. He was a 
mason and was offered work which would 
pay him considerably more than he was 
making, but he refused to accept. 

“The committee which came to the com- 
pany was, it appears, not a grievance com- 
mittee but a condemnation committee. They 
peremtcrily demanded certain unreasonable 
things, such as reinstating a man where 
there was one doing the same work cheaper 
and paying him for the time he had lost. 
Nelson would have been reinstated at 76 
cents per day, but they demanded $1. 

“We cannot afford to pay salaries our 
business does not warrant and the econ- 
| omic measure used had no more effect on 
members of tha grievance committees or 
previous strikers than it’ did on those who 
had never been connected with either. 

“I don’t want to appear before the public 
as an oppressor of labor or as a mistreater 
of employees. For this reason I say what 
I do. I have employed labor since 1868 
and with the exception of the August af- 
fair have had no trouble whatever. That 
was about an entirely different question 
and did not involve the one now up.” 

Result Not Known. 

That was the situation last night, the 
president of the company holding that 
the employees had not struck but walked 
out under a misapprehension, and the strik- 
ers holding that they had struck because 
they could not receive fair treatment. 

What will be developed this morning can- 
not be stated. The strikers may return:or 
the rest of the employees may join them. 
The company may make some move to- 
ward inducing them to return or it may 
stand in its present position. 

President Elsas stated last night that the 
mill would run today as usual and the 
operatives who were present would go 
through with their daily labors as if noth- 
ing had hippened. The mill will run full 
time. 

The committee seems to be in a state 
of mind that will permit of no compromise 
that is not proposed by the company, but 
the meeting today will prdbably forecast 
the result of the trouble,

SERIOUS WOUND’ ON TEMPLE 


‘The Two Ladies Were at the Time Rid- 
-- 


ing in a Buggy. 


THE MAN RAN AND MADE HIS ESCAPE: 


Mrs. Putnam Came Near Falling from 
the Buggy and the Horse Ran 
Away. 


A dastardly ruffian hurled a large stone 
at two ladies in a buggy yesterday after- 
noon and one of the ladies was seriously 
injured by a blow on the hand. 

The vicious assault was°made on Mrs. B. 
H. Putnam and her daughter as they were 
riding on Luckie street, near Mis, yester- 
day afternoon about half past 5 o'clock. 
One of the ladies was driving and as the 
hour was late they were hastening to reach 
their home, at the corner of Mills and 
Lovejoy streets. As they approached Mills 
Street, on Luckie, a man standing on the 
sidewalk suddenly hurled a stone with all 
hig strength in the direction of tle buggy. 
There was no mistaking his intention to 
assault the ladies, as his aim was deliber- 
ately made. The missile struck Mrs. Put- 
nam on the temple and she reeled and 
would have fallen from the vehicle if she 
had not been caught by her daughter, who 
saw that her mother was seriously hurt. 

After throwing the stone the man ran to- 
wards the city and was soon out of sight. 

When Mrs. Putnam was struck she drop- 
ped the lines and the horse became fright- 
ened and began to run. In endeavoring to 
hold her mother and at the same time stop 
the horse horse (Miss Putnam was in a des- 
perate strait, but she kept cool and soon 
had the horse under control. She displayed 
remarkable bravery, never once losing her 
self-control, 

Mrs. Putnam was driven to her home as 
quickly as possible and a physician scum- 
moned in haste. The stone had cut a ter- 
rible gash on the temple, making an ugly 
and what may prove to be a very serious 
wound. It bled profusely and gave her 
much paid. For several minutes after she 
was struck she was unconscious, and it was 
half an hour before she fully recovered. 

The wound being directly over the tem- 
ple the physician pronounced it of a serious 
nature and Mrs. Putnam will thave to be 
carefully nursed for several days. 

On account of the lateness of the hour 
it was too dark for the ladies to tell wheth- 
er the man who threw the stone was black 
or white. They saw him standing on the 
sidewalk and noticed when he raised h.s 
arm to throw the rock. As the ‘horse be- 
came unmanageable immediately afterwards 
and the man ran in an opposite direction 
from that taken by them, they did not have 
an opportunity of seeing him again. 

The matter has been reported to the po- 
lice and they are making an investigation.

“@he vaccinating brigade broke all rec- 
ords yesterday. As usual, each doctor was 


armed with a hundred points yesterday 
; morning before starting out, and before the 


day was over nearly all of them had used 
yp that amount and came back for more. 


The weather was so much better that they ) 


gould cover more ground, and more territo- 
ry was covered than on any day yet. There 
were fewer objections yesterday on the 
rt of the citizens te being vaccinated 
tran on any day yet, and the work .went 
en better than it has at any time. 
‘One doctor used up 1138 points, and’ came 
4o the health office for more before the 
fay was over. One of the best fields for 
toe work is in a negro restaurant. These 
gens are always full of loafing Negroes, 
and a doctor can find employment in one 
nearly all day with those who come in 
nd out. At a colored restaurant on Peters 
street one of the doctors took his seat in 
a chair and vaccinated forty-eight before 
he stopped. The officer with him would 
stand at the door and bring the subjects in 
as fast as they came by. This was a good 
pece of work, and so far is the record 
for vaccination done at one place. Good 
work was also done in the negro restau- 
rints on Decatur street yesterday. Two 
goctors would work together, and they 
would get twenty or thirty in each dive. 
yt ig a.most impossible to get the negroes 
ait home. The colored men who are not 
at work are loafing in the negro bars or on 
the streets, and only the women and chil- 
@ren are caught at home. The doctors 


ail declare that they have been surprised | 


at the number of negroes they catch on the 
street who have never been vaccinated. 
Some of then have old scars, but a great 
number of them have no scars at all. 
The list of those who refuse to be vacci- 
ated grows daily, and before the doctors 
get through this list will contain a great 
many names. Just as soon as the doctors 
have covered the territory that they are 
now going over, they will start and re- 
trace their steps. AH who refused to be yac- 
cinated on the first trip will be carefully 
looked up and examined, and if they have 
not in the meantime been vaccinated, 
cases will be immiediately made against 
them and Judge Calhoun will try his per- 
guasive powers in the shape of a fine. No 
one Will be allowed to escape, and it is only 
a matter of a short while until everybody 
in the city will be safe from the disease. 
It takes quite a while for the doctors 
in the heart of the city to cover their ter- 
fitory, but some of them have worked out 
of the thickly settled districts, and are now 


getting out into the residence portions of 


the city. If those who have been vacci- 


pated in the residence portions of the city 


wil get certificates for themselves and ser- 
Mints it will save both the doctors and 

lves much time and. trouble. The 
octors who are in charge of the vaccinat- 


_ ing ask all of the citizens to see that all 


servants working for them have been vacci- 
nated, or have it done at once. This will 
Dr. McRae, who has charge of the doc- 
tors doing the vaccinating, was out of the 
city yesterday, but he will be back early 
this morning, and superintend the work to- 


New cases of smallpox are found and 
taken to the pesthouse every day. There 
are now ninety-five cases out there. Six of 
these are white people, and the rest ne- 
groes. 

So far the greater part of the vaccination 
done has been among the negroes, for it 
Was among them that the disease was 
spreading, but it is very necessary now that 
everybody, black and white, be vaccinated, 
and the doctors are pretty well through 
with the colored population, and are now 
toming to the white. They look for more 
Wouble than they have yet had, when 
they come to the white residences, but it 
is no use to kick, and it is best to help the 
ectors with the work as far‘as possible,

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Judge Berry Delayed Justice Yesterday 
To Fight Smallpox. 


BAILIFFS LOCKED THE DOORS 


And 200 Negroes Who Were in the 
Court Were Vaccinated. 


COURT'S STRATEGY MADE THEM VICTIMS 


Orn Account of Yesterday’s Thrilling 
Experience but Few Spectators 
, Will Be in Court Today. 


a 


Two hundred negroes—men, women and 
children—fell an easy prey to the advance 
guard of the vaccinating corps yesterday 
morning in Judge Berry’s criminal court. 

The victims of the virus were the friends 
and relatives of the prisoners who were to 
be tried in the criminal city court, and 
they had gathered early in the courtroom 
in order to secure comfortable seats before 
the rush should begin with the opening of 
the court. 

Judge Berry took in the situation at a 
glance and he saw a golden opportunity. 
Silently the crowd filed in, the hustle and 
bustle that always attend the occasion of 
the first day of court had quieted and every- 
thing was in readiness for the first trial 
to begin. Judge Berry beckoned to two 
bailiffs, and to them were givén an official 
order to send for the health inspector and 
two physicfans. While the bailiffs hurried 
on their mission, the audience, innocent of 
peril, sat quietly and wondered at the long 
delay. 

Without any announcement, the entire 
crowd unceremoniously walked out of the 
courtroom as one man. Judge Berry looked 
up in surprise. The secret had leaked, and 
every negro disappeared, quietly and in 
order, and when the health officer arrived 
with his physicians and his virus, all had 
gone except the court officiais and the 
prisoners, who were locked within the jury- 
room. 

“IT wanted you to vaccinate my audience, 
but every man, woman and child has fled,”’ 
said Judge Berry to the health officer and 
the physicians, as he looked at the empty 
benches. ‘‘Suppose you all leave the build- 
ing as if you did not intend to vaccinate 
anyone, and perchance the crowd, believing 
it safe to return, will come back.” 

And sure enough, when the health official 
and the physicians, baffled and defeated, 
left the courthouse, from every corner came 
a pair of éyes that watched the three dis- 
appear into the city hall. Judge Berry’s 
strategy had worked to a charm, and 
within five minutes the negroes poured into 
the courtroom, smiled their victory and 
congratulations, and filled the seats beyond 
the bar railing. 

Court began with the heavy rap of the 
bail.ff for order, and the first prisaner was 
led forth to trial. There were the usual 
formalities of the court trial, 
lawyers and solicjtor began. the case in 


earnest. The audience became interested, 


and none saw the physicians as they en- 
tered the side door and took a seat in the 
room; none saw ‘the bailiffs close the doors 
and lock them, and none dreamed of. the 
coup Wetat-of the court.- ~ 


Unusual Scenes in Court. 

rning to the physicians, Judge Berry 
announced that they. could “proceed with 
the vaccination of every man, woman and 
child in the room. He cautioned everybody 
to be quiet and submit to ‘the operation 
without disorder, for they were in court 
and would be heavily fined for contempt 

if there was any outcry or disturbance. 
There was no avenue of escape left to 


the negroes. The doors were locked and 
guarded by the baliffs, the windows were 
closed and the keen blade of the vaccinat- 
ing Knife was ready for work. 

Without resistance the’ work went on, 
but the victims looked volumes, An old 
negro woman was the first to bare her 
arm for the virus: She looked on all s'‘des, 
hesitated and then pulled off her shawl, 
unloosed her-sleeve and bit her Lp. It was 
her first experience and she did not know 
what the effect would be. 

Rapidly the physicians did their work. 
There might have been trouble had it not 
been useless. The men took off their 
coats and rolled: up their sleeves so that 
the physicians would not be delayed. It 
looked as if, since they had been en- 
trapped, they desired as much haste as 
possible. 


One by One They Left. 


As soon as one’ had been vaccinated a 
request wouid come for an exit, and the 
v.ctim, holding his arm, would make a 
hasty fight from the room. 

Thus, it was that as fast as one person 
was: vaccinated he went out. so that when 
all had been vaccinated there was none 
in the courtroom except those whose pres- 
ence were required by law. 

“I don’t believe I-will have anybody here 
in- the morning,’’ said Judge Berry after 
the work had been finished. “When crim- 
inal court js in session I am overrun with 
negroes who drop in to watch the fate of 
their race. They pack the courtroom and 
I don’t care to take the r'sk of having a 
ease Of smallpox. You can take my word 
for it, there won’t be a negro in this court 
tomorrow morning unless he is in handcuffs 
or is under subpoena.’ . 


GREAT DEAL OF MONEY 


Lost in the Organizing of Telephone 


Companies. 


From The Daily (Ky.) New Era. 

The press dispatches, in referring to the 
closing of the three banks in Engiish, Ma- 
rengo and Leavenworth, state that “the 
triple failure is even worse than was at 
first supposed. It is now estimated that 
the syndicate that controlled the Luniks has 
sifik not less than $500,000 in various deals. 
A large amount of money was icst in the 
organizing of telephone companies -which 
were to turnish service to smal] towns in 
‘southern Indiana. Nine township trustees 
‘lose ali the public money in their pcsses- 
sion. Under the state law tne stockhold- 
ers are liable for the full amount of their 
private estate, and the depositors are as- 
sured that they will receive something. 
Three-fourths of the families in ihis coun- 
ty have been affected by this failure and 
hundreds of honest men cannot pay their 
debts. The failure of the Haughgey bank 
at Indianapolis or the crash of other banks 
several years ago are not to be inentioned 
in the same list with this failure here. 
Consérvative men say this is more than a 
failure—it is a calamity. 

The indications ‘are that the stockholders 

in every bank in Indiana and Ohio suspect- 
ed of dabbling in the telephone craze will 
demand a rigid investigation regarding the 
value of the securities given. 
‘ Referring to the foregoing, it is just as 
well to speak plainly. Too much indiscrimi- 
nate, loose handling of depositors’ money 
has been induiged in by many of the bank- 
ers in recent years. Speculating with the 
hard earned money of depos‘tors has caused 
mary suicides, and untold distress. 

There seems to be a craze going over the 
country to establish telephone. exchanges 
‘in opposition to the old, established, power- 
ful and well intrenched companies, that 
have ample capital and experience. And 
as the business its essentially a monopoly, 
there can be but one way of escape for 
these new concerns, and that is to ell out 
to.these old companies, who are smart. 
enough not to let any of them out, ff at all, 
only with hb loss. Ne ed i
